THE THREAT OF EXTINCTION--At various levels of government in 47 states, 
laws and ordinances aimed at the hearts of radio amateurs are already in 
effect. From direct fines to the enforcement of questionable zoning re- 
strictions, hams are being penalized for RFI problems that, in most in- 
atances, are the result of design and manufacturin Tapses in modern home 
entertainment devices. We are in a crisis situation. if unchecked, if 
Will most certainly result in the virtual obliteration of personal com- 
munication hobbies in the very neer future. It is the intent of this 
report and others which will follow, to try to keep you abreast of the 
actions presently in progress and to urge you to protect your own inter- 
ests by taking an active part in the total effort. 


1. Thenks to the inspired efforts of a group of Hcuston amateurs, the 
Hudson Bill in the Texas State Legislature was withdrawn. When Mr. Hudson 
was made aware of the actual caunes of most RFI complaints, he began work- 
ing on a Bill which would place the onus of responsibility on the mannu- 
facturers and dealers in cases of RFI-susceptible hi-fi and TV sets. 


2. Because of the national scope of the threat to radio amateurs (and 
CBers), a legal aid organization has been created. It is the Personal 
Communication pounce trons 915 West Lancaster Blvd., Lancaster, CA 2go3t- 
This non-pro organization, already the recipient of a substantia 

ARRI, grant and funding from a large number of groups and individuals, is 
seeking the support of all amateurs through direct memberships: Associate 
Membership thee Full Membership $25, Supporting Membership $100, Life 
Membership $250. The Foundation will provide legal assistance in litiga- 
tion retowers, RFI/TVI "public nuisance" suits, etc. We urge you to get 
aboard this one. 


3. "Inside" information points to a good chance this year for a favor-~ 
abie U.S. Senate vote on the Goldwater RFI Bill, S 864, IF IT GETS OUT OF 
COMMITTEE. The only way it will get to the Senate floor is--if YOU and 
ali amateurs flood your Senator and the Committee Chairman with letters 
urging the passing of S 96%. It is strictly in your best interest to 
promote as many INDIVIDUAL (not multiple signature letters) letters as 
possible. Write two letters yourself, one to your Senator and one to the 
Senate Committee Chairman. Urge your local amateur radio club to set up 
a club project wherein every member will write letters. 


4. The FCC expects 200,000 RFI/IVU complaints this year. Even though not 
your fault, you could be one of them. Let's really go to work in our 
own venalf.
